St. Louis, Oct. 19.— A greater wave 
of enthusiasm beat on the eardrums 
of John W. Davis 
at 
the Coliseum 
last night than at any other m eeting 
he has addressed during 
the 
cam ­ 
paign. 
It was the “ Battle of Bunce- 
ton” re-enacted, with the difference 
that the noise-m aking 
of 
the 
St. 
Louis audience was concentrated in­ 
doors. 
There 
was probably a greater 
racket at the Stock Yard m eeting in 
Chicago during the candidate’s first 
western 
tour, but there was 
more 
spontaneous, genuine applause at the 
CoOiseum. 


The battlefield figure of speech fits 
the m eeting in more ways than one. 
Davis made a fighting speech— one 
of the hardest-hitting speeches of his 
whole cam paign. 
To a large extent 
it was a mosaic of things he had al­ 
ready said, but into it he injected a 
“punch” 
that aroused the audience 
again and again to vociferous 
ap­ 
plause. 
This he managed to do de­ 
spite the fact that he was m anifestly 
tired after his series of speeches in 
Chicago the night before 
and that 
at East St. Louis 
yesterday after­ 
noon.

it was a fighting speech to a crowd 
that wanted just that sort of speech. 
To 
the 
Eastern 
newspaper 
corre­ 
spondents accompanying 
Sir. Davis 
on his tour the crowd was the story. 
It was unique in their experience of 
this cam paign. 
Nearly all of Davis 
crowds have been enthusiastic, 
but 
there has been none quite like this 
li was bursting with good will for 
the candidate. 


Cheers 
and 
bands 
volleyed and 
thundered. 
Flashlight 
bombs were 
exploded in the face of the candidate 
and the smoke rose and eddied about 
the ceiling. 
At one 
point 
in 
the 
speech it nearly choked the speaker. 
He paused and took a drink of water 
while the crowd laughed sym pathe­ 
tically. 
It was only with an effort 
that Davis was able to go on. 


All the seats in the Coliseum were 
filled by 7:30, half an hour before the 
time set for the m eeting. 
By 
the 
time Davis began speaking at 
9, the 
place w as jammed. 
The center aisle 
was packed and crowds were stand­ 
ing in the rear in both galleries. All 
told, there were more than 11,0(>0 in 
the hall. 
When Davis entered with his par­ 
ty at 8:30 the crowd got to its feet 
and let loose 
as 
hearty a blast 
of 
cheering as he has heard. 
It lasted 
for three m inutes. 
There was anoth­ 
er tum ult of applause when he posed 
for a flashlight picture at the speak­ 
er's stand, and more vocal lim bering 
up when, after a harmony speech by 
Floyd E. Jacobs of Kansas City, one 
of the defeated candidates for 
the 
Democratic nomination 
for 
Gover­ 
nor, a marching club made a noisy 
progress through the hall. 
Throughout the preliminaries 
the 
crowd 
worked off steam , 
but there 
was plenty of it left for the candi­ 
date 
when 
he 
w as 
introduced by 
Judge Henry S. Priest. Cheering and 
handelapping, pierced by cries of en­ 
couragement to Davis, continued for 
two or three m inutes before he was 
able to begin speaking. 
Davis said that the scene took him 
back in memory to the 
Democratic 
convention at New York. 
The audi­ 
ence laughed with him and appLaud- 
ed when he added that it took a long­ 
er time to nominate him than any 
other man who had ever lived. 
“You will win, too, John. You will 
win”, came a voice from the audi­ 
ence, and there was more applause. 
He 
sw ung 
into 
a prediction of 
Democratic success in November and 
the audience indorsed his words with 
another tumult. 
Flags, 
hats 
and 
handkerchiefs were waved. 
The de 
corous ones on the platform clapped 
their hands. 
Out 
in 
the audience 
there was a vocal din. 
Davis had barely launched into his 
speech when a negro band came blar­ 
ing its way through the hall. 
It was 
playing “The Gang’s AH H ere”, and 
it continued to play for five minutes 
while Davis stood sm iling, aw aiting 
a chance to go on. 
“ 1 am glad to see”, he remarked, 
“that before the evening is over this 
hall can fairly be regarded as filled. 
Thirty dags ago I attended what I 
believed to be the largest political 
gathering ever held in these United 
States, and never until tonight did I 
helieve that indoors or out it would 
be possible to repeat the Battle 
of 
Bunceton”. 
Dr. Arthur W. Nelson, 
who 
was 
seated on the platform , smiled 
his 
pleasure at the reference to the po- 


litical m eeting 
and 
barbecue on his 
farm. 
Davis praised Nelson as a “busi­ 
ness man having the confidence 
of 
farm ers and a farm er having 
the 
confidence of business men”. 
There 
was applause for N elson—scattering 
applause, 
nothing 
like 
that which 
greeted Davis. 


The m eeting 
was 
a 
Democratic 
love feast. 
It co-operated with Da­ 
vis heartily. 
When Davis, after his 
appeal for Nelson, remarked that on 
the same day that the State 
would 
choose a Governor it would also help 
to name the Chief Executive of the 
United States, a voice boomed out: 
“That will be you” . 
Some thought that the 
voice said: 
“That will be you, Jack.” 
If they caught 
the 
interruption 
correctly 
it 
brought a 
brand-new 
word into this cam paign. 
Davis is 
human and friendly, but “J a ck ', as 
anybody at the Coliseum last night 
could see. somehow doesn’t fit. 
He is 
and alw ays has been John Davis. The 
official stenographers didn’t get 
the 
“Jack” , or if they did, they declined 
to transcribe it. 
Davis pressed on to a theme in the 
treatm ent of which he is alw ays 
at 
his best— the character and record o ' 
Woodrow Wilson. 
His fine tribue to 
the dead President evoked a 
great 
demonstration. 
Davis was continually interrupted 
by friendly shouts from his audience. 
He said that he fully expected to go 
to W ashington 
on 
the Fourth 
o f 
March, and somebody 
yelled, 
“Y'ou 
w ill.” 
As he started 
an 
appeal for 
a 
Democratic Congress, a voice cried, 
“W e’ll send Harry H aw es”. 
“That is exactly what I was com ­ 
ing to”, Davis s^ d, “and 
I do not 
waqt any m istaklflabout it, either. I 
want you to send him and all the oth­ 
er Dem ocrats that you can to keep 
him com pany”. 
He promised that if he were elect­ 
ed there would be a change ait W ash­ 
ington. 
There would be no more A l­ 
bert B. F ails, or Denbys, or Daugh- 
ertys, or Forbeses or Manningtons or 
Jess Smiths or Gaston B. MeanseJ. 
“And if Teapot Dome is ever 
re 
covered” he w ent on, lifting his voice 
to make 
him self heard above 
the 
applause, “t will not slip again out 
of the hands of the United S tates”. 
He promised legislative changes— 
a reduction in taxation “all along the 
line” and 
a 
reduction 
in the tariff 
which ho said took a yearly toll 
of 
three billion dollars from American 
consumers. 
It was obvious from the 
response that the 
audience 
wanted 
both tax and tariff reduction. 
He made a specific pledge of in­ 
land w aterway 
developm ent, includ­ 
ing the deevlopment of the M ississip­ 


pi. 
“And above all”, he said, “you will 
get a Government honest from top 
to bottom, not only honest among its 
lesser 
em ployes 
but 
honest 
also 
am ong those at the top, who will no 
longer have friends to favor or en ­ 
em ies to punish at the public 
ex ­ 


pense”. 
He told of the "vast conspiracy of 
silence” on the Republican side 
of 
the cam paign, and in this connection 
thrust at Secretary Wilbur, who, he 
said 
w as 
suddenly 
called back 
to 
W ashington and “muffled” after he 
had gone out to the Pacific Coast 
and “brandished his sword at Japan 
Amid frequent applause, Davis re­ 
counted the differences between the 
Republican Congress on the 
bonus, 
the postal pay bill, Japanese immi­ 
gration and other issues, and recall­ 
ed 
the 
repudiation 
of 
the World 
Court plan by members of the Presi­ 
dent’s party. 
Again he shot at the recent state­ 
ment by Hughes that the Democra­ 
tic party w as probably going to 
be 
split to pieces in the W est and hon­ 
eycombed in the Bast. 
He pointed to the record of 
the 
Democratic party 
to 
prove that it 
was safe for business, safe for the 
farm er, safe for labor. 
A new and notable feature of the 
speech was Davis’ reply to a state­ 
ment made here recently by Charles 
N agel. 
W ithout naming N agel, 
he 
said he had read in the St. Louis pa­ 
pers a reference by a St. Louisan to 
the “ Scandals of the W ilson admini­ 
stration” . 
“I challenge him to name, or any­ 
one to nam e”, he ripped out, “a sin­ 
gle officer who held a com m ission in 
that great war whether in the army, 
the 
navy 
or 
the 
civil service, on 
whose fingers there stuck so much as 
one dollar of dirty money. 
And if he 
has discovered any— if he has discov­ 
ered

single 
one, he has 
found 
more . than 
a 
partisan

cause he is a »rood speaker, and

may be expected to canvass his dis­ 
trict foi his party, and perhaps 
he 
will expect some party appointment 
or reward after the 
election ol nis 
candidate”. 


The method by which voters vote 
for the Presidential Electors and not 
directly for the candidates for Presi­ 
dent and V ice-President is in accord­ 
ance with Article II of the C onstitu­ 
tion of the United States, which pro 
vides that: “Each State shall appoint 
in such manner 
as 
the Legislature 
thereof may direct, a number of Elec­ 
tors, equal to the whole number of 
Senators 
and 
R epresentatives 
to 
which the State may be entitled 
in 
the Congress; but no Senator or Rep­ 
resentative. or person holding an o f­ 
fice of trust or profit under the U nit­ 
ed States shall be appointed an Elec­ 
tor”. 
It is further provided by 
tht 
Twelfth Amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion that: 
“The lectors shall meet in 
their respective States, and vote 
by 
ballot for President and V ice-Presi­ 
dent, one of whom at least shall not 
be an inhabitant of the same State 
with them selves” . 
The 
reason 
for 
this procedure in the election of the 
President 
and 
the Vice-President, 
says R. H. P'uller in his volume 
of 
"Government by the People", is that 
the fram ers of the Constitution “did 
Pot deem it wise to leave choice of 
the President to the mass of the vot­ 
ers, because they feared that the vot­ 
ers were not sufficiently conservative 
and intelligent to make 
a judicious 
choice.” 


Choosing the Electors— The day of 
choosing the Iffesidential electors has 
been filed as the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday in Novem ber, notes 
H. C. Gauss in “The Am erican G ov­ 
ernm ent”, and is commonly known as 
Election Day. In case of a dispute as 
to the election of any Elector or Elec­ 
tors, this authority goes on to say, 
the status of the person properly se 
lected may be fixed by a provision of 
the State statutes, providing such a 
statute has been passed by the S»ta*.e 
L egislature 
six 
days prior to 
the 
second 
Monday 
in January. 
This, 
because the Electors are required t< 
meet and cast their votes on the sec­ 
ond Monday in January. 
On this day 
when the Electors cast their ballots 
for President and for Vice-President 
three copies are made of the number 
of ballots cast. 
Annexed to 
each 
copy is a certified list of the persons 
properly chosen as Presidential Elee 
tors .which is provided by the Secre­ 
tary of State of each State. 
We read 
then: 
“These three certificates must 
be sealed up and a certification plac 
ed upon each of its contents, that it 
contains 
the 
result of the election 
One of the copies so sealed up is en 
trusted to a person who is appointed 
by the Electors in w riting to be de 
livered by him to the President of the 
Senate of the United States, before 
the W ednesday 
next 
ensuing. 
The 
second copy is forwarded by the Post 
office to the President of the Senate 
and the third copy is deposited 
with 
the Judge of the United States Dis 
trict Court of the district in whir 
the election has been held. 


“The two Houses of the Congress 
meet in the House of R epresentatives 
at one o’clock in the afternoon of the 
second W ednesday in F'ebruary, foJ 
lowing the m eeting of the Electors 
to w itness the county of the number 
of ballots thus cast. 
The President 
of the Senate presides and two mem 
bers of each House are appointed as 
tellers, previously to »he m eeting 
in 
assem blage. 
The President 
of 
the 
Senate opens the ballots returned by 
the States in th aelphabetical orde 
of the States, beginning with the let 
ter A, and the result of each ballo 
is announced, and later the total re­ 
sult is declared”.

Republic and Its Government”, 
that 
in recent years “much dissatisfaction 
has arisen with the Electoral College 
and there is considerable demand for 
abolition”. 
“Since it has been virtu­ 
ally superseded

party practice” , 
he says, “it is looked upon as a cum ­
